THIRD MAN NOW 
ON TRIAL FOR THE 
SKLAR MURDER 


Walter John Lowrey, Croy­ 
don, Accused of Being 
The “Spotter” 


OCCURRED MAY 19, ’50 


Court, Some Months Ago? 
Refused Change of 
Venue for Trial 


DOYLESTOWN, Der. 6 
A Croy­ 
don man Is on trial today charged 
with being the alleged "spotter" 
in the murder of David Sklar, 44, 
president and owner of Safe Food 
Markets, The murder occurred on 
the night of May 19, 1950 as Sklar 
with employees of the market were 
leaving the place at Croydon. Judge 
Hiram Keller is presiding. 
The defendant, Walter John L>w- 
r**y, a native of P h lla , and a resl- 
The defendant, Walter Lowrey, a 
native of Philadelphia, and a resl- 
j dent of Croydon for some years, 
Lowrey, a mechanic, is 40 years old. 
Ile was committed to the Rucks 
County Prison on Sept. 9, 1950. 
The murder trial is being prose­ 
cuted by District Attorney Willard 
S. Curtin, of Morrisville. Lowrey la 
being defended by Frederick Ely 
Smith, of Doyfestown, and Attor* 
Hey Harry It. Rack, of Philadelphia. 
Lowrey Is alleged to have "point­ 
ed out" or *’spotted" the Safe Food 
Markets store at Croydon for two 
other men who partlcipat«*d in an 
attempted holdup of the store on 
May 19, 1950, when Sklar was m ur­ 
dered. 
The two other men have 
been tried for the same murder and 
are now serving terms of life im­ 
prisonment imposed on March 12, 
1951 and June 13, 1951, In the coun­ 
ty court here. One of tile two sen­ 
tenced earlier tills year was the 
"trigger man" in the killing. 
The task of drawing a jury to 
hear the l/owrey case got under 
way yesterday. 
After a Jury is

tin* District Attorney to have the 
Jurors and two alternates, the a t­ 
torneys and the defendant taken to
